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RUSSIA'S INTERKST IN JAPAN 
There can be iin doubt ol the (jrowlng Ir- 
ritation lliaL American public opinion Is 
cxperipnclng beciiuse of Riis^la's general atti- 
tude in International attalrs. Nor c(in there 
be any question as to this altuatlon having 
heen aBgrnvatcd greatly of laU; by the Bovlel's 
Insistent proposal, If not, demand, that a Joint 
allied commission be created to control 
Japan. 

The fact that American reaction has been 
emphatically unfavorable to Russian jug- 
gestlDns concerning the Japs Is not difficult 
to understand and La based, essentially, on 
two counts. One Is the Justified feeling that 
the United States, by reason ot sacrifices and 
eontributlonfl to victory In the Pacific, haa 
earned the dominant position. The other Is 
the suspicion that It Russia Is allowed to move 
Into Japan. It won't be long before the Soviet 
Is trying to run the whole show. Certainly 
there has been nothing "Joint" about Moscow 
oontrols in other areas that have fallen Into 
the hands of the Busfllaai. 

Therefore It border.-; upon llie Impn.i'ilble 
for Americans to consider witlinut prejudice 
the proposal of Joint control for Japan. Nor 
, doei this ausgest that the United States 
should agree to any arrangement whleh 
might subordinate the American position In 
Japan to thnt ot any nation or group of 
nations. 

But, at tho same time, the American people 
Bhould not blind themselves to the realiza- 
tion that Russia does have vital interest In 
what may be done In and with Japan. As o 
glance at the geography will reveal, the four 
major Islands which comprise postwar Japan 
atretch along hundreds of miles off the eoost 
of Rui,3lan Siberia. In hands unfriendly to 
Huasla, those Islands would be n constant 
menace to avenues ot sea commerce through 
the Siberian ports which aro Ice-free during 
extended periods each year. When one con- 
dders tho development, already begun, which 
la Inevitable for vast Siberia, one can appre- 
ciate Russia's anxiety to Insure the safety of 
seaports serving that huge frontier. 

Nor can anyone deny tho danger the Jap 
Islands, In unfriendly hands, would represent 
u springboards for attack upon Asiatic Rus- 
sia. Neither Is It unreasonable that Russia 
might view with suspicion tho repeated As- 
surances that we have no territorial am- 
bitions. History Is filled with broken promises 
ol nations even though Uncle Sam's record In 
that regard 1b clear. 

Perhaps it would be easier to gra.ip the Rus- 
sian viewpoint If we could imagine the Japa- 
nese Islands strung along our own coastline 
within distances as close as 100 miles. In 
such case, we probably would Insist on nothing 
less than a hand In their control. 

This, emphatically, docs not argue that 
Uncle Sam should agree to anything that 
might jeopardize hl.'s dominant position in 
Japan. But, clearly, Russia doc.'! have an In- 
terest In the Islands which must be recog- 
nized— which cannot be ignored without 
danger to the friendly relationship between 
the world'.*; most powerful nations o( history. 



THE EXPKNDAIiI.E ROAD 

Hie Stllwell road has been abandoned be- 
cause, according to official announcement, 
"It cannot be maintained economically In 
peacetime." 

Short months ago tho Stllwell road w,is the 
iceno of a heroic struggle against time, na- 
ture and the enemy. Men sweated and cursed, 
fought the Juhgle and Ihc Japs, bled and 
died to open this lllellne to blockaded China 
before the Jap.i should break through tho 
weakening Chinese resistance. 

Now the Stllwell road is expendable. The 
Jungle will reclaim It. and the world will 
gradually forget the effort and lives that 
went Into its construction. It Is surplus 
property like the engines of war that rolled 
over it, produced In such prolusion and row 
obsolete and uneconomical. 

But though the Stllwell road may disap- 
pear, its story form.'i part of a tragic history 
that cannot be obliterated. It Is the history 
—written in ever^' war— of lives and work 
and money spent In prodigal extravagance, ot 
costs that cannot be counted and waste that 
must be ignored, of things supremely neces- 
sary In war and utterly worthle.ss in peace. 

It la, In short. Just one more example of the 
w&stelul, exhausting stupidity of war as an 
Instrument of national policy— a fact which 
mankind is so familiar with that it can never 
quite believe it la really true.
